TEN HOURS FOR BAKERS. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

WASHINGTON, April In an 
opinion by Justice Peckham, the Su- 
preme Court of the United States held 
to be unconstitutional the New York 
State law making ten hours a day's 
work and sixty hours a week's work 
in bakeries in that State. Justices 
Harlan, White, Day and Holmes dis- 
sented, and Justice Harlan declared 
that no more important ision had 
been rendered in the last century. | 

The opinion was handed down in the 
case of Lockner vs. the State of New 
York, and was based on the ground 
that the law interferes with the free 
exercise of the rights of contract be- 
tween individuals. The Court of Ap- 
peais of the State upheld the law, Ont 
affirmed the judgment of the trial 
court, holding Lockner guilty. Judge 
Parker wrote the opinion of the New 
York Court of Appeals supporting the 
law. and the court divided, four to 
three, on the question of validity.

April 17.—Before the President 
penetrates the wilds so far that 
communication with the outside world 
will be next to impossible, Secretary 
Loeb, with the aid of a courier daily 
expected from the camp, will get on the 
President's trail and visit him in the 
mountains.

His visit was for the 
purpose of formally assuming control 
of the company, This he does by vot- 
ing all the stock of the company for 
the board of directors nominated by 


himself, who will then actually repre- 


sent the United States government, 
which owns all the stock. In this way, 
the ownership of the company will be 
continued in corporate form, 

A formal meeting of stockholders 
was set for noon, and in accordance 
with the law of this State, the polls. 
it was said, had to be kept open for 
one hour. Secretary Taft, however, 
cast the only ballot, and that repre- 
sented $7,000,000 of capital stock out- 


standing, all of which is owned by the 


government, and elected a board of 
directors, nominated by him. Secre- 
tary Taft said that he had practically 
nothing to say of interest about the 
company, except that the government 
intended to run steamers from this 
port to Panama five days a week. The 
company at present only runs one 
steamer a week. 

At the meeting. President Simmons 
presented the company’s report for the 
year ending December 31, 1904, and 
called attention to the fact that the 
net result of operations for the year 
was 2 profit of more than 10 per cent.

I was surprised 
at the low values placed on property 
close to the business center of the city. 
Frontage on streets no farther removed 
from the principal business thorough- 
fares than Hill street is from Spring 
and Broadway, is being offered as low 
as $200 a front foot, just about one- 
fitth of the market price for corre- 
sponding property in Los es.

Apparently, W. J. Bryan simply 
can’t get over it. Ever since he was 
so overwhelmingly defeated in the 
Presidential election of 1896, he has 
been bewalling the fact, and intimating 
that the people were deceived, swindled 
or coerced into voting for William Mc- 
Kinley and the party of progress, in- 
stead of voting, as he evidently 
imagines they ought to have voted, for 
W. J. Bryan and the party of continu-

In the first-named year, McKinley's 


it happened—from his point of 
view; and during the four years 
next he continued to tell 
them what a terrible mistake they hed 
made in electing McKinley and turn- 
ing him (Bryan) down so ignomin- 
foustly. 

But, for some reason, the people did 
not view the matter in exactly the 
same light es Bro. Bryan viewed it, 
and when they were next called upon 
to vote for President, in 1900, they gave 
President MoKinley a plurality of 
849,790, as against 601,854 in 1896—an 
increase of 247,936 in McKinley’s 
plurality. The popular vote for Bryan 
fell off 144,792 in the four years, while 
the popular vote for McKinley in- 
creased 103,144. | 

Does Mr. Bryan suppose that eny 
sensible man will believe him when 
he attributes these great results to “the 
trusts?” The defeat of Bryan in 1896 
was too overwhelming to be attributed 

to any other cause than the papular 
will, freely -expressed. The second 
and more crushing defeat for Bryan 
can not be belittied into anything less 
than an indorsemert of the McKinley 
edminstration, and a consequent re- 
pudiation of Bryanism, which Bryan 
preached unceasingly, in season and 
out of season, during the interval be- 
tween his significant defeats. It is 
Idle and absurd for Mr: Bryan to at- 
tribute there results to the alleged sup- 
port of the McKinley administration 
by corporate influences. Trusts and 
monopolies wield but little influence 
over the popular vote, which is far 
more prone to go against corporate 
wealth than for it. Bryan could 
doubtless have defeated McKinley in 
1896 if he could have made the people 
believe that McKinley was or would 
be the pliant tool of the trusts. He 
fatied to convince them, although he 
tried hard enough to do so, and was 
himeelf defeated by pluralities that 
broke all previous records in the 
world’s history.

E GENIUS OF LORD KELVIN. 
The most distinguished . physicist 
of the 19th century, one who acquired 


Ia world-wide fame under the name 


of Sir James Thomson, but has been 
known since 1892 as Lord Kelvin, ft 
hovering on the border of “that bourne 
whence no traveler returns.” His 
great achievements in physical re- 
search, his brilliant discoveries in 
electrical science, his clear and fas- 
cinating enunciations of new truths, 
‘and ‘his splendid triumphs in adapting 
the forces of nature to the uses of man- 
kind, place him in the front rank of 


benefactors of his race. . 

Before he matriculated in the Uni- 
versity of Glasgow his precocious 
genius had manifested itself in the 
production of remarkable essays con- 
tributed to the Royal Society, and in 
1846, at the age of 22, he was ap- 
pointed to the chair of philosophy in 
his university, and though often 
tempted by large offers elsewhere, re- 
mained with his alma mater till the 
end of the century, conferring great 
honors upon it by his distinguished 
services. 

Early in the fifties he published 
“The Dynamical Theory of Heat,” 
wherein his analytical mind formulat- 
ed those precise definitions and work- 
ing theorems by which the whole 
science of thermo-dynamics was placed 
on a rational basis, yet these epoch- 
making contributions, which tnetantly 
commanded the attention and admira- 
tion of his fellow-workers in Britain 
and on the continent, were speedily 
followed by brilliant discoveries, given 
to the world under the title of “The 
Principle of Dissipation of Energy.” 

The professor was presently called 
upon to make @ practical application, 
both of the genuiness and the verity 
of his theories and his discoveries. 
Cyrus W. Field had set his heart on 
uniting the continents with a tele- 
graphic cable. One was laid at a great 
cost in 1859, but for some reason 
which baffied the electricians it was 
silent, and the people on both sides 
of the Atlantic were greatly disap- 


pointed. The Glasgow professor, 


whose mind seemed to penetrate into 
the very arcana of nature, was invited 


electricians and suggest a remedy. 

He set about the solution of the 
problem with the accustomed intensity 
of. his nature, brought into play 
numerous accessories and devices of 
his own invention, superintended 
every detail of the great enterprise 
while the people of this civilized world 
were watching its progress in anxious 
expectancy. When the final tests 
were made in 1865, seven years after 
the first failure, messages were readily 
transmitted, our President greeted the 
Queen of England, and the Atlantic 
cable was a scientific and commer- 
cial success. 

The young professor was knighted, 
but that was a mere incident, and his 
intense brain continued to enrich the 
transactions of philosophical societies, 
and these productions, together with 
scores of inventions, prepared the way 
for the work of Edison and Tesla and 
Marconi, enabling them to utilize that 
exhaustiess source of energy, elec- 
tricity, for purposes of lighting, heat- 
ing, chemical dissociation, and the 
transmission of power. 

Lord Kelvin visited America when 
the British Association met in Toronto 
in 1897, and he was the recipient of 
distinguished honors, conferred by 
scientific bodies, educational institu-

N THE PATH OF WAR. 


many deplorable features of war is the 
suffering of non-combatants who are 
so unfortunate as to reside within 
the war zone or within the path 
of a moving army. whether it be 
acting on the aggressive or retreating. 
In the heat and strenuousness of war. 
the contending forces have little time 
or inclination to respect the rights of 
non-combatants, and so in the wake 
of war are always to be found the 
sorrow of wrecked homes and the de- 
spair of stricken families, where in 
many cases death has stalked through 
the family circle, taking away some 
dearly beloved member, leaving the 
hearthstone desolate and without the 
means of subsistence. 

A recent dispatch from the seat of 
war in Manchuria states that there is 
much suffering among the Chinese in 
the sacred city of Mukden and in its 
vicinity. Necessarily, in the colossal 
struggle which gave that city into the 
hands of the Japanese, scores of small 
villages were destroyed, and the ma- 
jority of their inhabitants rendered 
homeless. The number of persons 
rendered destitute and homeless, in 
and around Mukden, is estimated at 
100,000. The Chinese government i 
feeding and sheltering about 60,000 
refugees at Mukden, and is also fur- 
nishing seed grain to those who 
desire to replant their devastated 
acres. The prospects for good crops 
this season are regarded as anyth'ng 
Lut favorable, owing to the scarcity 
of farm animals (one of the direct 
results of the ravages of war,) and to 
the lack of farming implements, 
which is largely attributable to the 
same cause. 

In partial compensation for this de- 
plorable state of affairs is the fact that 
the Japanese are employing large num- 
bers of Chinese and paying them 
liberally. But this will not, of course, 
furnish compensation and reparation 
to all who have suffered loss—in 
many cases irreparable—through the 
dread fortunes of war. 

It will take years for the fertile val 
leys of Manchuria to recover from the 
evil effects of the terribie war that 
has raged through their homes and 
their fields for so many months. And 
the war is not yet ended. Still other 
fields, in all human probability, must 
be drenched with the blood of brave 
men before the close of the titanic 
conflict. It is all deplorable, repue- 
nant, and a reproach to the boasted 
civilization of the twentieth century. 
Men ought, in all conscience, to have 
learned to settle their differences 
amicably ere this. In the earlier ages. 
men were hardly better than savages, 
and they knew but little law save 
the law of forte. War was thea 
a natural and inevitable conse- 
sequence of existing conditions. But 
now, with our “advanced civilization,” 
we ought to know better than to go to 
war and kill each other for any 


reason. 

But after all, a thousand years is 
but a mere speck in the endless pro- 
cession of life and death upon the earth. 
Very likely, a few thousand years 
hence, our present methods and our 
present conceptions will be as obso- 
lete to the men of that period as are 
those of a thousand years ago to us of

The Bayonet and Saber. 

The rehabilitation of the bayonet and 
saber, just at a time when they seemed 
about to be thrown away forever, 
comes rather late to those who recog- 
nize the part psychology plays in war.
